Regarding the argument that Yamamoto '233 does not teach or suggest a tubular transparent synthetic resin body integrally molded with 
the tubular body, it was addressed in the previous Final Rejection mailed 4/1 1/2007 (see reject and response to arguments). Also, it is 
admitted by applicant that the purpose of having the synthetic resin body integrally molded with the tubular body is for the purpose of 
having M the reinforced tubular body externally look[s] beautiful as seen from the outside of the transparent synthetic resin seat". Since the 
purpose of this limitation is for aesthetic reasons and provides no function, it is considered a design choice and holds no weight in 
examination. 

Regarding the argument that Yamamoto does not teach or suggest a concealing film disposed between the resin body and the grip 
portion, this was also addressed in the previous Final Rejection mailed 4/11/2007.
